THE UK REP, AS SC PRESIDENT, WILL BE CLOSELY INVOLVED AND 
UK/ISRAELI CONSULTATIONS ARE THEREFORE IMPORTANT. THE UK 
WILL DO ITS BEST TO WORK FOR A BALANCED RESOLUTION. 

ISRAEL SHOULD RECOGNIZE, HOWEVER, THAT THE CHANCES OF
